The parties shall then 
meet and confer and, by October 5, 2018, file a joint status report summarizing the 
results of the searches and proposing a schedule (or competing schedules) for the 
review and production of responsive materials. The Court declines to order production 
of field office organization charts at this time. With respect to the 499 documents that 
are responsive to subparts 1-4 of plaintiffs' FOIA request, the government shall 
produce those documents on a rolling basis at the end of each month with production 
to be completed by November 30, 2018.
